IdentificationEstablished 
After Body Is Taken 
From River—Funeral Is 


Set in Atlanta Today. 


Investigation of the death of Alfred 
Martin Carlsen, 46, represetative of 
a national firm of tailors, whose body 
was found floating in the Chatta- 
hoochee river Saturday, seut county 
police Tuesday night into an, exhaus- 
tive study of Carlsen’s life and asso- 
ciatious in an effort to gain light on 
possible motives for the murder. At 
the same time, Lieutenant J. M. Car- 
roll, of county police, and his ‘co- 
workers were delving into other angles 
of the case, but were apparently up 
agninst a blank wall. 

Positive identitication of the body 
as that of Carlsen was made Tuesday 
afternoon by relatives who viewed the 
body at the funeral parlors of M. W. 
Holsomback. Fairburn undertaker. 

Burial in West View. 

Carlsen’s body w.ll be brought to 
Atlanta today, and wiil be interred 
in the family lot at West View ceme- 
tery this afternoon. . Following the 
final identification Tuesday the 
death certificate was made out wm 
Carlsen's name, according to Mr. Hol- 
somback. Identification was made 
through Jaundry marks, scars on the 
body, clothing, etc. 

Funeral services for Carlsen will 
be conducted at 2:30 o'clock

Lientenant Carroll learned that 
Carlsen was a man of orderly hab- 
its, and a hard working salesman for 
the tailoring firm, his employers hay- 
ing never had complaints from cus- 
tomers on his measurements or other 
details of suit sales. Carlsen had been 
a merchant tailor himself before going 
to work for the company eight years 
ago, and had a thorough knowledge of 
the business, it was said. Prior to 
his tailoring experience, Carlsen was 
an railroad man. 

Kelatives sail that so far as they 
knew, Carisen had no enemies. Le 
was always home at night, and

Robbery Theory Advanced. 

Carisen’s relatives expressed the 
opinion that because of his extreme- 
ly neat and well dressed appearance, 
someone had tried to rob him, and, 
obtaining little money, had become in- 
furiated and struck a 
proved fata). Then, according to the 
family’s theory, the body was burned 
with acids and thrown into the river 
in an effort to hide the murier. 

Assistant Solicitor-General John H. 
Hudson is co-operating with Lieuten- 
ant Carroll in the investigation, but 
said Tuesday that little has been ac- 
complished toward a solution of the 
case. The death of Carlsen is fea- 
tured by a dearth of facts which might 
throw light on the cause of thb> 
death, Mr. Hudson said. 
Mr. Hudson sail that examination 
of the body left little doubt but that 
murder had been done. The head waz 
badly beaten and the body was cover- 
ed with a considerable amount of blood 
which had dried before the body was 
thrown into the water, he said. The 
feet were tied together with a belt, 
apparently Carlsen’s property. The 
skull was fractured in two places.

Washington, April %.—Southern

desire for representation has been 
conyeyed to the president. 

Announcement of the commission 
Nad been expected by this time. In- 
timations at the White House imme- 
diately after the administration 
opened were that the commission 
would be announced withih§ thirty 
days. 

[t appears probable now the an- 
nouncement will not come much be 
fore the last of this month. Dresi- 
dent Hoover is expected to confer 
before he anunotunces the commission 
with Bishop James Cannon, Jr., of 
Richmond, Va... one of the leaders 
of the anti-Smith dry democrats in 
the south. Caunon tiow is in Europe. 
He will sail for the United States 
from England April 17. From Egypt, 
Cannon cabled President Hoover sev- 
eral days ago suggesting the appoint- 
ment of oue outstanding prohibition- 
ist on the comumisison.

| Monte Cassino, the famous Bene- 
dictine abbey, founded by St. Benedict 
himself near Caserta in 529, celebrates 
its 1400th anniversary this year, an:l, 
to mark the occasion, all sorts of proj- 
ects are entertained. One of then 
is a visit by the pope. A project 
that has considerably disturbed the 


monks is that of buikding a funicular 
railway or a cable line from the sta- 


the abbey, which is perched on a 
rock at a height of some 1700 feet. 
At present people who want to visit 
the abbey simply take a mule or a 
donkey and leisurely make their way 
up the hill, whether the journey takes 
half an hour or an hour and a half 
does not matter. The cable line or 
funicular, it is argued, would take 
visitors up in. seven minutes. But 
the monks are not keen on saving 
time or counting minutes; they are ac- 
customed rather, to count things by 
centuries. The project altogether ig- 
nores the very essence of the religious 
and solitary life of the Benedictines. 
They are not like the Jesuits, or Do- 
minicans or Franciscans, who must go 
out among the people.

Sarrail 


General Maurice Sarrail, who died 
a day after Marshal Foch, was one 
of the puzzles of the war, so far as 
the Frenche high command was con- 
cerned. At one time his name was 
seriously put forward for the supreme 
command in place of General Jatiee.

strong, he became involved in_ polit- 
ical intrigues. Unsigned attacks on 
Joffre were traced to his headquar- 
ters and Sarrail was removed from 
his command in the Argonne and sent 


to command the expedition to Saloni- 
ka. He had done great work, how- | 
ever, on the western front. He was |; 
in command of the ‘famous Sixth Army 
corps at the pivotal point when the 
wat broke out, and his withdrawal to 
the Meuse after the failure of the first 
French offensive was considered as a 
masterpiece of fighting and maneu- 
vering. At Verdun he held the for- 
tress with three army corps and three 
divisons of reserves, and his smasninz 
defeat of the attacks of seven Ger- 
man army corps won him a permanent 
place of honor in the history of the 
war. It was an remarkable fact that 
Joffre suggested to Sarrail that Ver- 
dun should be abandoned. Sorrail. 
however, though differently, and by 
clinging on and keeping touch with the 
army on his left he absolutely defeat- 
ed the German plan to close on either

shorter and more penetrating in- 
fra-red rays and luminous heat 
rays are always present in the 
radiation from arc and incandes- 
cent lamps of every sort. Even 
the glowing coals of an open fire- 
place are a most effective source 
of heat rays of the very highest 
thearpeutic value.” 

As a point of interest I venture to 
add to the list of homely sources of 
infra-red rays the very efficient and 
increasingly popular radiant gas and 
electric heating devices. These mod- 
ern heating units utilize the physical 
principles of an incandescent surface, 
which gives off a large quantity of in- 
fra-red rays and what is technically 
known as radiant heat. 

Radiant heat, from any open fire, 
flame, glowing coals or incandescent 
surface, warms surfaces or objects in 
the roum, including the bodies of oc- 
cupants. rather than the air of the 
room. This explains why an open fire- 
place is so comfortable, even though 
a thermometer indicates a tempera- 
ture several degrees below that whicb 
is generally niaintained in rooms 
heated by air registers or radiators. 

Only those who have studied phys- 
ics—and physics should be one of the 
three or four main subjects of the 
first year of any high school coursce— 
can understand what infra-red means. 
Almost anyone may get an inkling of 
its meaning from observation of the 
arrangement of the colors of the rain- 
bow—their order is red, orange, yel- 
low, green, blue, violet.

WALKER IS ASSURED 


TERM BY FARE RULING 


New York. April 9.—(#)— Mayor 
James J. Walker appeared today to 
have clinched the democratic nomina- 
tion for a second term as a result of 
the city’s victory in maintaining a 
five-cent subway fare. 

The.decision of the United States 
supreme court denying permission to 
the Interborough Rapid Transit Com 
pany to raise the fare to seven cents, 
a move that was hotly contested by 
the city, was viewed in political cir- 
cles as removing the one possible bar 
to Walker's renomination. 

Maintenance of the five-cent fare 
has for years been a political issue 
in the city elections. The mayor per- 
sonally led the fight to prevent a fare 
increase and with announcement of 
the city’s victory political leaders 
were guick to assure him of their 
support. 

The fare decision also was viewed 
as reducing to a minimum the chances 
of former Mayor John F. Hylan, an 
ardent advocate of the five-cent fare, 
who is seeking the nomination as an 
independent candidate. It also was 
looked upon as lessening the prospect 
Tammany fusion candidate. 

The cost of the Interborough com- 
pany’s unsuccessful litigation was es- 
timated at $1,000,000, including $280,- 


the purchase of seven-cent tokens. 
This sum the company has charged 
on its books to operating expenses, 
which are deuctible before the city 
receives any payment in interest or 
otherwise on the millions it spent in 
constructing the subways. The sub- 
way lines are owned by the city but 
operated under lease by the Inter- 
borough company.

JUDGE FACING BRIBERY CHARGE IN CASE 


Hunted for Impeachment 


Sacramento Calif., April 9.—(#)—A 
search for letters written by Superior 
Judge Carlos Hardy in connection 
with the investigation of the kidnap- 
ing story of Aimee Semple McPher- 
son, Los Angeles evangelist, was start- 
ed today at the request of the house 
board of managers prosecuting’ the 
jurist on impeachment charges. 

The District Attorney’s office at 
Tos Angeles was asked to make an im- 
mediate search for the letters, which 
representative Walter J. Little of the 
prosecution indicated it was hoped 
might throw some light on where Mrs. 
McPherson actually was during the 
time she reported she was in the hands 
of kidnapers three years ago. 

Judge Hardy is being tried on 
charges of giving legal advice to the 
evangelist and accepting a $2,500 fee 
from her while serving on the bench. 

The Los Angeles District Attorney 
ndvised Liftle that he would look for 
letters not already turned over to the 
board of managers and forward photo- 
static copies. 

Little denied that any original let- 
ters had been stolen from his files. 
He said that so far as he knew. none 
was delivered to him by fhe District 
Attorney's office. 

Took Active Part 

_ Judge Hardy took active part in his 
impeachment case for the first time 
today when he personally cross ex- 
amined Frank Dewar, former deputy 
sheriff of Los Angeles, relative to in- 
vestigations of Mrs. McPherson's kid- 
napping story. 

Dewar was placed on the stand by 
the prosecution to tell of transactions 
he had had with Juyige Hardy whic 
sent himself and Frank W. Modie, 
another former deputy sheriff, to the 
Mexican border in search of persons 
named as Mrs, McPherson's kidnapers. 

After Dwar had testified he had 
gone to Judge Hardy with informa- 
tion that the “kidnapers” were known 
by name the Judge took the witness 
in hand, led him through details of 
his story and had him identify a note 
signed “Mary Wilson,” a woman 
with whom Dwar said he conferred in 
Mexicali during his investigations.

As they emerged from 
the bedroom they say they saw their 
father pick up the shotgun from a cor-

close that her garments and flesh 
were powder burned. 

Mortally wounded, Mrs. Christo- 
pher ran out of the rear door, appar- 
ently in an attenipt to reach a neigh- 
bor’s house for aid.

“The friends of proliibition and law 
enforcement have more ground to com- 
plain of the leniency of the act and 
the large discretion given to the 
courts,” he declared. 

“Judges are. in the main, merciful 
and sympathetic. as well as just and 
learned men. If they err at all it 
is more apt to be on the side of leni- 
ency than on the side of harshness. 

“Furthermore, no just prosecutor is 
going to ask the court to impose an 
unjust and unreasonably severe sen- 
tence. and if a harsh an unjustly 
severe penalty is inflicted from caprice 
or a desire to discredit the law, the 
pardoning power can and will inter- 
vene.” 7 

Jones cited as the type of misinfor- 
mation the reports that.a schoolboy 
who had half a pint of liquor could 
be jailed for five years and fined 
$10,000, which is the maximum sen- 
tence provided. 

“This act deals only with the manu- 
facture, the sale, the transportation. 
the importation and the exportation of 
liquor for beverage purposes,” Jones 
said.

Ellijay, Ga., April 9.—()— Watkins 
Edwards, representative from, Gilmer 
county to the Georgia legislature, to- 
day stated that he favored the estab- 
lishment of a junior college at Ellijay 
and the increase from $200 annually 
to $400 annually as pensions for Con- 
federate, veterans.

Bullish news on every hand, plus 
the already liquidated condition of the 
market, acted as factors to aid bull- 
ish traders, who took advantage of 
their opportunity to stage an all-day 
rally. 
Npot cotton prices in New York ad- 
vanced 10 points. “fn New Orleans 
rose 8 points and in Atlanta were 
in keeping with a rise of 15 points, 
10 better than last year's 19.60. 


Futures jumped higher, in certain 
months, with ax advance of 7 to 13 
points visible at the conclusion of 
the days activities in New Orleans, 
and 13 to 18 points upward in New 
York when the Jast marking had been 
chalked up. 

Rains in the middle portion of the 
helt: expectations of a larger March 
consumption report, issned after the 
session, and the condition of the mar- 
ket all were factors in the rise.

The Cochrane of Dallas, 
Texas, estimates the cotton acreage 
increase at 2.8 per cent.

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FAVORS INCOME TAX 


A.L. Taylor Also Backs Move 
To Create Office of Lieu- 


tenant Governor. 


Creation of the office of lieutenant- 

governor, taking the judiciary out of 
popular eiections, consolidation of 
governmental branches and a state in- 
come tax were advocated by Alfred 
L. Traylor, member of the Georgia 
house of representatives from Rich- 
mond county, in a statement here 
Tuesday. 
_ Mr, Traylor voiced his opposition 
to a state bighway bond issue and a 
general sales tax, adding that certain 
commodities should be subjected to a 
sales tax, stich as all forms of to- 
bacco, soft drinks and places of 
amusement, 

A constitutional convention should 
be called, the Richmond representa- 
tive said, so it might be provided for 
the legislature to dispose of minor 
watters without submitting them to a 
vote of the people. He said he 
thought all inheritance taxes collect- 
ed in Georgia should go to the state 
and that he favored abolishment of 
the federal inheritance tax. 

He declared himself as opposed to 
baving any portion of the tax on 
gasoline going to any other purpose 
than state highway vonstruction and 
as favoring distribution of motor li- 
cense tags from county courthouses 
instead of from the state capitol. 

Practice of the strictest economy 
in administering the departments of 
the state government were urged by 
Mr, Traylor, ‘saying he was in favor 
of consolidating departments wherever 
compatible with common sense and ef- 
ficiency.
